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AN ACT

To repeal section 77.580, RSMo, relating to concealed weapons in third class cities.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Section 77.580, RSMo, is repealed, to read as follows:
[77.580. The council may prohibit and punish for the

2 carrying of concealed deadly weapons, and may arrest and imprison,
3 fine or set to work all vagrants found within the city.]
